Ing citizens ot Louisville and visitors 
from abroad participated In tho function 
and tho array of beautiful women and 
Keorgoous toilets combined to crcato an 
entrancing nccnc. 


Gen. Lawler and Mrs. John A. Logan 


and «x-Gov. Simon liuckncr and Mrs. 
Wallace of Chicago gave a reception to 
the cncftfrtpTnent nnVlnls nnd delegates 
while the festivities wcro In progress, 
Tho exodus of vlslti/is was on In earnest 
all day, but tens of thousands whoso 
face? arc tu. iied toward Chattanooga and 
Chlckamauga will remain until Saturday 
and Sunday. In every respect tho en- 
campment has been . an overwhelming 
success. 


When the delegates re-assembled to-day 


several hundred failed to respond to tho 
roll call and the absentees were roundly 
scored by Gen. Lawler, who objected to 
the drudgery of tho work being left for 
a, few. Tho report of the committee on 
pensions composed of ono representative 
from each Stato and Territory, was lis- 
tened to wHh profound attention. In part 
It was as follows-

No na- 
tion that Is unmindful of Its duties to Its 
defenders can expect that hearty, un- 
fcrudglng loyalty which Is tho prldo and 
gloiy of the American soldier; and we de- 
mand for our comrades that. Just treat- 
ment that the country glndfy concedes.'
